the war, Fisk retired from the firm of Jor- 
dan & Marsh receiving a handsome suni iu 
consideration of his withdrawal 


With his gains iu his pccket Fisk set abonl 


finding some new venture lu which to iuvcst 
them; he had been successful with Jor- 
dan & Marsh, aud why not try Ihe dry jtcoJs 
business ou his own responsibility? ire at 
once hired a store on tho cornt-r of Summer 
aud Chaunccy streets, and began looking 
for Iratle as a dry goods jobber. Ills task 
was a difficult one. In financial circles it 
was the most critical period of dread suspense 
when everything was unsettled by tho war, 
and under a lowering future; a tremor was 
running through all business iu expeclalion 
ofa financial crash. Dry goods began to 
tumble at such leaps that any considerable 
stock on baud meant a small fortune lost ev- 
ery mouth. His speculative veutures rarely 
proved successful, often were bad ailures.and 
he was too wiso a business man not to con- 
sider "discretion the better part of valor" 
aod retired. BuUsuiull portion ofliis for- 
tune remained, jet he settled his affairs 
leaving no unpaid obligations. 


We next tind Fisk in New Toik in a 


handsomely fitted ofllco on Broad street and 
doing a considerable business iu brokerage 
by the adroit use of the remnant oi his for- 
tune. 
Not being initiated into the deepest 


mysteries of stock gambling he soon lost what 
little he had and returned to Boston with 
nothing more lltau the lessons ho had learn- 
ed iu Wall ilreet, which afterwards proved 
of no little value to him. By a fortunate hit, 
In obla'n'ng control ofa patcny n his return 
to Boston, Fisk replenished his empty pock- 
ets and proflded himself with capital for hew 
ventures. Ho uow returned to New York, 
and again became a broker, as a protege ol 
Daniel Drew. He had learned by too bitter 
an experience to be caught a second time,all 
the dark and tricky ways of the street, and 
it was but a few mouths before the man who 
had lost his I tst dollar had a bank account 
of over a million. 


Under the patronage of Drew, Fisk soon 


became known ai oue of the most success- 
ful and unscrupulous brokers on tho street, 
and he was crowned with the doubtful hon- 
or oi a directorship In the Erie Railroad. 
Here began that gigantic system of chica- 
nery, and financial, political aud judical cor- 
ruption, which by it* absolute cilroutery has 
set the nation all agog. Our space does not 
admit of our going iuto the details of the 
.Erie war, and it Is too fresh lu the minds 
of the- people to need a recouutai here; il 
ia enough to say that the price was set on 
all honor, and the law of the Stale has by 
the manipulations of flak's tools become a 
common scandal to the land. It is enough 
to know that "Between the tirpe that these 
men came iuto power and September 30lb, 
1800, the capital stock of tho rond was In- 
creased $53,420,700. The amount expended 
In equippinc and improving tho road during 
the same time was $8,270,0(17, leaving $d9,- 
193,033 wholly unaccounted for, and where

In 1SCO, the Albany and Susqnehana Rail- 


road was completed, and Was discovered by 
Fisk to be of great importanco tn through 
business ftom Now England to the West, II 
it could be run in connection with the Ere 
Road. The Snsquehana Railroad war, with 
ita Ion j story ol iraudulent voting riot, elo,, 
was the result. 
The last and most nefarious of Fisfc's schemes 
was on tha "Black Friday," when ho en- 
gineered a combination of notorious brokers 
and financiers, and led them to the prepara- 
tion of a scheme that ruined scores of hon- 
est men, nnd made the day memorable lu 
tbe financial annals of the nation. 


On the 7th of April, 1870, Fisk was elected
